‘Block-Aid,’ a local 
effort that’s growing 


ALBANY — “Block-Aid,” a prog- 
ram aimed at helping senior citizens 
and generated basically from a 
knock on a door that went un- 
answered, has grown within three 
months into a community effort en- 
compassing nearly one third of Al- 
nth By blocks. 

fficially sponsored by the Al- 
bany Committee on Aging and 
chaired by Janis Mulhall, its 
creator, the program hopes ulti- 
mately to establish on each residen- 
tial block a volunteer to serve as a 
helper or ‘‘aid”’ for the elderly. 

“We don’t want to take healthy 
senior citizens and turn them into 
invalids,” Mrs. Mulhall said. ‘The 
program is set up so that if a senior 
citizen needs help, he or she will 
know there will always be someone 
to call.” 

Assistance might include replac- 
ing a light bulb, niving a person to 
the doctor’s, occasional shopping or 
simply keeping local senior citizens 
abreast of recreational and other 
programs in the community. 

. Of the 218 residential blocks in 
Albany, 60 are now covered by 
people signed up as block-aids who 


range from housewives to college 
students. Among them are Council- 
joes Lewis Howell and Patrick Grif- 
in. 


So far, the program has gained 


support and encouragement from 
several churches and the police. 


Albany Police Chief Jim Sim- 


mons views the program as *worth- 
while” and as an indirect aid to 
police since it ‘establishes commun- 
ity awareness among neighbors’ 
making streets safer. 


If realized, the program’s goal to 


establish block aids on every resi- 
dential block would have a substan- 
tial impact. The city’s population of 
15,000 is about 17 percent senior citi- 
zens, a figure double the statewide 
average. 


However, the program has not 


been without its problems. 


Mrs. Mulhall faced initial resis- 


tance from many people who mis- 
took the **Block-Aid” effort as an 
extension into Albany of Berkeley’s 
controversial street 


arricades. 
Some block-aids don’t own cars 


and can’t take ones being served by

Problems peculiar to senior citi- 
zens have also cropped up as the 
pregnant has expanded. Some have 

een easy to handle. One elderly 
woman needed to have her house 
painted but wanted to give the job to 
aretired person. After her block-aid 
learned about it, inquiries were 
made at the Albany Senior Center. 

Others, such as finding an inex- 
pensive wheelchair for an elderly 
man, have forced the program to 
develop an information bank to ans- 
wer queries about services and pro- 
ducts pertaining to senior citizens. 

The program was born earlier 
this year when Mrs. Mulhall, who 
lives on Ventura Avenue, was cir- 
culating a petition for the American 
Cancer Society. 

‘*T stopped at an elderly woman’s 
home down the street and tried.to 
contact her three days in a row,” she 
explained. “I knocked on the door, 
called her on the telephone and on 
the third day, fourid her keys in the 
doorknob.” 

Mrs. Mulhall called police, who 
later found the woman unharmed. 
She had been gardening during Mrs. 
Mulhall’s calls and had not heard the 
phone ring or the door knock. 

“The woman later told me that 
she was glad someone cared because 
if she had been hurt, it would have 
been hard for her to call for help,” 
Mrs. Mulhall said. 

After the incident she began con- 
tacting other elderly residents on her 
block, leaving her phone number in 
case of emergencies. 

In July the Albany Committee on 
Aging voted to adopt and sponsor the 
program naming Mrs. Mulhall 
chairwoman of a citywide organiz- 
ing effort based on what she had been 
doing in her neighborhood. 

Time spent on the program by an 
average volunteer might be about 

two hours a month. Some neighbor-
